Berlin, Nov. 17.—An interview be- 


tween Chancellor Von Buelow and Em- 
peror William hold at the new palace 
in Potsdam this moru'nK resulted in 
ii satisfactory understanding. His ma- 
jesty expressed 
his 
complete confi- 


dence in the chancellor and the chan- 
cellor will remain in office. 
Further- 


more, the rmperor accepted the pro- 
posals made by the prince concerning 
the future conduct of state affairs. 
The result is believed to have amelior- 
ated the very serious internal situa- 
tion which has existed in Germany for 
the past, fortnight. 


Caused By An Interview. 


This meeting, which was watched 


by the entire German people with the 
most profound interest, Is an outcome 
of the 
much discussed 
"interview" 


with an Englishman published in the 
London Daily Telegraph on October 
2Sth, in which the emperor was cred- 
ited with a very frank statement of the 
world policy of the German empire 
and also with being very good friends 
to Great Britain. The publication was 
followed by a furious outbreak in Ger- 
many against his majesty. 
His ma- 


jesty was also most severely crit'cise 1 
In the German press and in the reich- j 
stag for his indiscretion and for un- ' 
warranted interference in the state \ 
affairs of the nation.

Prince Von Buelow replied to these ; 


criticisms in the reichstag and said j 
that the emperor in the future would i 
refrain from a repet'tion of his action. : 


During the meeting of today the I 


chancellor explained clearly to his I 
majesty the temper of the German 
people on this matter. 
Whether or j 


not the chancellor remained in office ] 
depended on how the emperor accept- 
ed his statements.

• The Reichsanzeiger, the official ga- 
zette of the empire, will publish to- 
night with . the sanction of Emperor 
William, the statement, ns follov,-?: 


"In the course of an audience grant- 


ed today by Enipevor \V 115am to Chan- 
cellor Von Buelow, the chancellor de- 
scribed to the emperor the mood of 
the nation and explained his position 
with reference to the debate in the 
reichstag of last Tuesday.

PRISON FOR PETE 


VAN VLISSENGEN \ 


Chicago Real Estate Man 


Had a System That Held 


Good Two Decades. 


Chicago, Nov. 17.—Peter Van Vlis- 


senger, a prominent real estate dealer, 
club man, and for years reputed a mil- 
lionaire, who was arrested, indicted 
and sentenced to prison last night on 
his own confession of having obtained 
through 
forged 
papers more than 


$700,000. arose in his cell atthe coun- 
ty jail this morning after a sleepless 
night. 


Liked His Breakfast. 


The prisoner, although accustomed 


to the luxuries which come with an 
ample income, attacked the jail break- 
fast, with gusto, incidentally perusing 
the newspapers with full accounts of 
his sudden exposure and afterward re- 
fused himself to all visitor* and re- 
iterated his desire to be taken at once 
to prison to begin serving his sen- 
tence. 


The Chicago Title and Trust com- 


pany, to whom his property was as- 
signed for the benefit of creditors yes- 
lerday, are busy examining the books. 
The assets are expected to prove of 
small value compared with the liabil- 
ities. 


Mrs. Van Vlissingen, despite the ex- 


pressed wish of her husband that she 
be spared the humiliation of seeing 
him, called at 
the criminal court 


building and Assistant State's Attor- 
ney Barbour arranged an interview 
between them in .one of the rooms of 
the buikling. The interview between 
him 
and Mrs. Van Vlissingen was 


brief and behind closed doors. 


At- the sheriff's office it was stated 


that the prisoner will be taken to 
Jolict to begin his sentence late today. 


Van Vlissengen's confession, one of 


the most' remarkable in court annals, 
preceded by only a few hours his sen- 
tence by the court to an indeterminate 
term cf from one to fourteen years in 
the p?nltentiary at Joliet.

Ihe rsul eshte dealer made a full con- 
fession of how for the last eighteen 
yen.rs or more he had thrived on the 
sale of forged trust deeds and notes. 
He said that more than twenty-five 
people would

from his 


machinations. 
Telling how alone in 


his office he manufactured from ori- 
ginal and' genuine notes, worthless 
ones which could hardly be -detected 
by experts, he described a unique forg- 
ing scheme. 


Clever Device for Forgery. 


He ha.d a plate glass desk top, he 


said, so arranged that by placing an 
electric light beneath, he could readily 
trace by a light thrown up through a 
hole, signatures fromthe originals on- 
to the worthless paper. 


"Give my punishment at 
once— 


that's all 1 ask," declared Van Vlis- 
sengen, when arraigned before Judge 
Windes. 
The commitment 
of the 


prisoner to the penitentiary followed 
in less than four hours after his ar- 
rest. 


As soon as he arose today Van Vlis- 


sengen inquired eagerly of the jailer 
whether he would be taken to Jolict 
at once. 


"I want to go immediately—the soon- 


er this business is settled the better, 
said the prisoner, who showed visibly 
the nervous 
strain he had under- 


gone.

legislative edges talk is heard that 
temperance legislation of a kind to be

This, however, bars hucksters a-il 
others engaged in the business of sill- 
ing moats regularly as a business, 
holding them, to the original require- 
ments of the ordinance.
